Mitterrand favours Soviet role 

GENEVA (R) — French President Francois Mitterrand said Friday the 
Soviet Union should join in a projected peace conference on the Middle 
East. He told reporters after meeting Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak 
that such a problem, with obvious international ramifications, must be 
dis c us se d by those who had more than normal influence in the area. The 
idea of a Middle East conference appeared to be gaining momentum, Mr. 
Mitterrand said. "You could say that today most countries concerned wish 
to see such a conference take place." Mr. Mubarak said: "The Soviet 
Union must be part of an international conference because it is the second 
world power and could be a good guarantor." Their 45-minute meeting 
took place at the end of a week of diplomatic activity involving Egypt, 
Israel, the United States and the Soviet Union aimed at convening suen a 
conference.

UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) — The 
Security Council is expected to meet late next 
week to urge Iran and Iraq to halt then- 
seven-year war, although there are still some 
minor disagreements on the resolution, 
according to diplomats. 


A Western member said Thurs- 
day July 15 was a likely date for 
the council session. The resolu- 
tion, which already has the back- 
ing of all five permanent member 
states, has a good cbance of 
achieving unanimity, delegates 
said. 

But representatives of the 
council’s 20 elected members, 
winch include West Germany, 
Italy and Japan, were still con- 
sidering the proposals and were 
prepared to oner some minor 
revisions, diplomats said. 

As agreed by the United 
States, the Soviet Union, France, 
Britain and China in private dis- 
cussions since early this year. The 
proposed resolution would in- 
voke articles of the U.N. Charter 
that are mandatory upon its sig- 
natories. 

Thus, the combatants would be' 
obliged to heed a ceasefire de- 
mand or face series international 
repercussions through punitive 
action, such as sanctions.

The Arab League decided at its 
April s ummi t meeting to send a 
delegation to the capitals of the 
permanent members of the Un- 
ited Nations Security Council to 
the war in the Gulf. 

“In the talks, the British gov- 
ernment are emphasising their 
deep concern about the Iran-Iraq 
conflict,” the Foreign Office said 
in a statement. 

“The stability of the region is 
seriously threatened and there is 
a threat to freedom of navigation. 
A peaceful settlement must be 
found soon.” 

The Foreign Office said Britain 
has been actively promoting 
efforts by the Security Council to 
agree on the resolution calling for 
a ceasefire, an end of all other 
mili tary actions, a withdrawal to 
internationally recognised bound- 
aries and an exchange of prison- 
ers of war. 

Mr. Masri said that the Arab 
delegation's visit to Britain was 
aimed at briefing British officials 
on the Arab stand on the Iran- 
Iraq war and the urgent need for 
ending the war and establishing 
jnst peace between Iraq and Iran.

Moves begin in Rome 
for new government 


ROME (R) — President Frances- 
co Cosaga began two days of 
consultations on Friday on pros- 
pects of forming a new govern- 
ment to end a political crisis that 
has gripped Italy for more than 
four months. 

Mr. Cosaga's job, complicated 
by a power struggle between the 
Christian Democrats and Social- 
ists which forced eariy elections 
in June, is to use the information 
he receives to name a prime 
mmister-desgnate to tiy to forge 
a viable administration. 

Mr. Cosaga met former presi- 
dents and the leaders of both 
houses of parliament and was also 
having talks with all parties in 
parliament. He condndes the ex- 
ercise on Saturday and political 
sources said he could name a 
prime minister-designate on 
Monday, probably from the 
dominant Christian Democrats. 

“The general expectation is for 
a stable government with a con- 
crete and feasible programme,'' 
Giovanni Leone, Italy's head of 
state from 1971 to 1978, said after 
seeing Mr. Cosaga. 

He told reporters that politi- 
cians “responsible for solving the 
crisis should think a little more 
about the country and a little less 
about the interests of their own 
parties.” 

The government which 


emerges will be Italy’s 47th since 
the end of World War n. Political 
sources say it could be weeks in 
the making because of the rift 
between the Christian Democrats 
and Socialists. 

Italy has been without a major- 
ity government since March when 
a longstanding coalition of five 
parties headed by Socialist Betti- 
no Craxi was torn apart by a 
battle over the premiership 

Analysts say the message firms 
voters in the election was for a 
renewal of the five-party formula 
but that the result made it harder 
to achieve because both main 
protagonists boosted their vote, 
reducing their readiness to com- 
promise. 

The two parties and the Com- 
munists, the big losers of last 
month’s election, were meeting 
Mr. Cossiga separately on Friday 
with the smaller parties seeing 
him on Friday. 

The consultations follow the 
resignation on Thursday of an 
interim government under Christ- 
ian Democrat Amintore Fanfani, 
who has run Italy in a caretaker 
capacity since late April. 

The Christian Democrats, pre- 
sent in every government for 40 
years and out to reassert their 
traditional hold on the pre- 
miership, finalised proposals for 
Mr. Cossiga Thursday night.

No word on 
relief officials 
kidnapped 
in Sudan 

NAIROBI (AP) — A Sudanese 
relief official Friday said he had 
ho news on the whereabouts of 
three Americans and one Briton 
abducted three days ago by 
armed men claiming to be 
Sudanese rebels. 

Tm quite disturbed about the 
whole situation,” said Dan Bit- 
rus, head of the Nairobi-based 
Association of Christian Refief 
Organisations Serving Sudan 
(ACROSS). Three of the four 
westerners worked with 
ACROSS. 

Armed men identifying them- 
selves as Sudanese People’s Li- 
beration Army (SPLA) rebclsre- 
portetfly grabbed the four early 
Tuesday from their homes in 
Mundri, about 1,180 kilometres 
southwest of Khartoum. 

“We have heard nothing. No- 
one has made any demands,” Mr. 
Bitrus said. “We don’t have any 
new information.” 

Rebel spokesman have been 
unable to confirm whether SPLA 
forces were responsible for the 
abductions. 

“So many people in the area 
are armed, including government 
troops, that we cannot say at this 
time whether it was SPLA or 
not,” Martin Manyiel, bead of 
the SPLA office in Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia, said in a telephone in- 
terview. 

“We hope to know in the next 
48 boors whether it is SPLA. or 
some other group trying to push it 
on SPLA, "Manyiel said. “Com- 
munication with the forces in that 
area is very difficult. It has hap- 
pened before that some people 
were captured by SPLA, bat it 
took us a long time to find out 
about it." 

Mr. Manyiel said the SPLA 
had long been warning relief 
agencies to get out of the south- 
ern Sudan for their own safety. 
Mr. Bitrus said he was unaware 
of such a wanting. 

Sudan on Thursday announced 
it was dosing down more than 20 
foreign relief organisations which 
it charged have been cooperating 
with the southern rebels. 

ACROSS was not among those 
affected, Mr. Bitrus said.

U.S. rules out retaliation for 
Iranian raid on supertanker 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
White House has ruled out re- 
taliation for an Iranian attack on 
a U.S. -operated supertanker 
flying a Liberian flag and reaf- 
firmed that 11 Kuwaiti tankers 
re-registered as American ships 
will be protected. 

Spokesman Marlin Fitzwazer 
suggested Thursday that the 
administration’s controversial re- . 
flagging plan, which is slated to 
begin next week, would deter 
future Iranian attacks on Gulf 
shipping. 

But congressional critics said 
their concern was heightened by 
Iran’s hit-and-run action Thurs- 
day against the Peconic, a 
27335-tonne oil tanker on char- 
ter to Texaco Inc. and operated 
by New York-based Universe 
Tankships (Delaware) Inc. 

Shipping sources said the crew 
of a high-speed Iranian motor 
launch pumped 18 rocket-prop- 
elled grenades into the vesset and 
set it ablaze off the Gulf coast 
between Kuwait aud Saudi 
Arabia. 

Fire-fighting tugs put out the 
blaze after three hours and the 
ship’s 40-strong crew esca 
jury. Peconic then hea 
Bahrain for repairs. 

“We deplore and regret the 
attack. It’s another example of 
the urgent need to end the war in 
Iraq and Iran,” Mr. Fitzwater 
said.

“Kuwaiti vessels will be pro- 
tected but U.S.-owned vessels 
will not ... What sort of logic is 
that?” said Sen. Sasser. 

But Republicans said the ship 
did not deserve navy protection.

Washington 
accuses 
Moscow 
of delaying 
arms talks 

WASHINGTON (R) — The Un- 
ited States said Fnday the Soviet 
Union was delaying progress to- 
wards an arms accord that would 
rid Europe of most nuclear 
weapons. 

“It would seem to us that the 
Soviet Union seems to be draw- 
ing back in the last week or two 
from what we would consider a 
constructive or positive approach 
to address some of the tough 
issues that are out there,” State 
Department spokesman Charles 
Redman told reporters. 

He said this was evident at the 
arms talks in Geneva. He also 
said Soviet Ambassador Yuri 
Dubinin, who met Secretary of 
State George Shultz for nearly an 
hour on Friday, had returned 
from Moscow with no agreement 
for a meeting between Mr. Shultz 
and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze. 

“For our part, the welcome 
mat is out,” Redman said. “If the 
Soviets are willing to move, so 
are we." 

Washington has been pursuing 
a meeting between Mr. Shultz 
aud Mr. Shevardnadze since the 
NATO alliance agreed to the 
U.S. position on an arms treaty 
last month. 

U.S. officials, who asked not to 
be identified, said the meeting 
had been expected to take place 
in Washington over the next few 
days. 

Redman suggested Friday 
there had been no Soviet re- 
sponse to dates offered by 
Washington for a meeting, in- 
tended to spur the Geneva talks. 

He said a number of possible 
dates had been offered by 
Washington but had not been 
“picked up" by Moscow. 

“We've seen a drawing back in 
Geneva, where we’ve seen over 
the period of the last two weeks a 
lack of willingness to engage 
seriously and constructively in the 
negotiating process,” Redman 
said. 

“We regret that. We are pre- 
pared to go on as rapidly, as 
constructively as possible,” he 
added. 

U.S. officials told Reuters they 
believed Moscow, seeking con- 
cessions, was playing a delaying 
game to push Washington up 
against an informal deadline for 
an accord dictated by the U.S. 
presidential election next year. 

“We think we know what they 
are doing, but it’s as frustrating as 
hell and it's hard to keep your 
cool sometimes,” said one offi- 
cial. 

A treaty would have to be 
ready for ratification by the Sen- 
ate by the beginning of next year, 
before election campaigns begin 
in earnest, the officials said. 

They said Washington believed 
the Soviet Union afro wanted to 
meet that deadline rather than 
fail to sign an accord with the 
Reagan administration. 

That world mean having to 
wait for the next U.S. govern- 
ment to resume or even restart 
the talks. 
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TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak was quoted on Friday as saying be 
supports a joint Palestinian- Jordanian delegation to 
an international conference on Middle East peace. 


In a rare interview with an 
Israeli newspaper. Mr. Mubarak 
told the Labour movement daily 
Davar: “The Palestinians should 
join with Jordan.

LONDON (R) — Iran says it will 
halt attacks on Gulf shipping as 
soon as Iraq stops hitting Iranian 
vessels but will retaliate against 
U.S., Soviet or any other ship for 
every Iraqi strike. 

Iran's chief defence spokes- 
man, Ali Akbar Hashemi Rafcan- 
jani. spelled out his country's 
stand after a meeting of the Ira- 
nian Supreme Defence Council in 
Tehran Thursday night. 

He said that although Tehran 
was opposed to the U.S. reflag- 
ging of Kuwaiti tankers, they 
would not be attacked provided 
Iraq did not hit Iranian ships, 
Iran's National News Agency 
(IRNA) reported Friday. 

But Mr. Rafsanjani said re- 
taliation would continue, whether 
the ships belonged to the United 
States, the Soviet Union or other 
countries. 

The council met as Washington 
officials said the United States 
would go ahead with plans to 
reflag 11 tankers and give them 
U.S. navy protection despite an 
Iranian gunboat attack against a 
U.S.-owned supertanker earlier 
in the day. 

In a seemingly conciliatory 
tone, Mr. Rafsanjani, who is also 
speaker of the Iranian parliament 
said: 

“Generally, we are against 
U.S. flagging of ships belonging 
to a regional country. But if Iraq 
stops mischief and does not 
attack our ships there (will) be no 
aggression against any ship on 
our side, whether that ship car- 
ried (the) U.S. or any other flag. 

“Of course we condemn the 
country which flies (the) Amer- 
ican flag on its ships and which 
invites countries to the Gulf. But 
this does not call for intervention 
and we do not have the right to 


interfere in the affairs of others.” 
Mr. Rafsanjani did not confirm 
that Iran was responsible for the 
attack on the Peconic but said this 


may have been a retaliatory strike 


for an earlier Iraqi atta 

Contrasting U.S. and Soviet 
policies in the Gulf, Mr. Rafsan- 
jani said Washington was in 
“something similar to a dead- 
lock” whereas Moscow has taken 
the initiative. 

A Soviet call for a withdrawal 
from the Gulf of all warships not 
belonging to regional countries 
was “very progressive, and no- 
one can oppose it,” Mr. Rafsan- 
jani said. 

If anyone opposed the propos- 
al. it would be because he wanted 
“to bully,” Mr. Rafsanjani said. 

Washington has said it might 
consider the Soviet proposal pro- 
vided there was a ceasefire in the 
Iran-Iraq war and Moscow also 
withdrew its ships from the Gulf. 

Mr. Rafsanjani said the Soviets 
knew how to take a wise decision 
as soon as they realised it was in 
their interest, whereas the U.S. 
administration was “dominated 
by conflicts and ... half-di sinte- 
grated.” 

Tehran Radio, commenting on 
plans to put U.S. flags on 11 
Kuwaiti tankers, said Thursday 
many more would be needed to 
drape the coffins of American 
servicemen. 

The Gulf would prove a more 
treacherous death trap for the 
United States than Vietnam or 
Lebanon, said the radio. 

The American government was 
fully aware that arrival of a U.S. 
fleet in the Gulf could involve the 
United States in a confrontation 
with far more serious consequ- 
ences than those it faced in Leba- 
non, the radio said.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (Agencies) — 
Iran's parliament speaker, accus- 
ing Britain and France of “adven- 
turism” over a recent diplomatic 
row, claimed Western diplomats 
in Tehran are engaged in smug- 
gling and espionage, the official 
Iranian News Agency reported 
Friday. 

Hashemi Rafsanjani also said 
Thursday night that despite the 
strains, Tehran does not intend to 
sever ties with Paris or London 
“unless they step forward,” the 
Islamic Republic News Agency 
(IRNA) reported. 

A dispute between France and 
Iran broke out on June 30 over 
Wahid Gordji, an Iranian embas- 
sy translator without diplomatic 
immunity. Gordji, believed to be 
an Iranian intelligence officer, 
took refiige at the embassy to 
avoid being questioned about 
bombings in Paris. 

French police has been check- 
ing identities of people entering 
and leaving the embassy. 
And French Premier Jacques 
Chirac was quoted as saying Paris 
could break relations with Iran 
over the issue. 

Diplomatic links between Lon- 
don and Tehran have been re- 


duced to a caretaker status after a 
dispute over the arrest of an 
Ir anian official in Bri tain on sho- 
plifting charges and the subse- 
quent beating and brief abduction 
of a British diplomat in die Ira- 
nian capital. 

“It is not too bad for us if such 
crises occur,” Mr. Rafsanjani 
said, adding it has been Iran's 
policy after the 1979 Islamic Re- 
volution “to minimis e the pre- 
sence of colonialist countries 
which have always followed 
espionage objectives in our 
country.” 

France indicated Thursday that 
it is in no huny to cany out a 
threat to break diplomatic ties 
with Iran, saying a row over the 
Iranian embassy employee could 
drag on for at least two more 
weeks. 


Prime Minister Jacques Chir- 
ac's spokesman Denis Baudouin 
told reporters that France was 
determined to forte him to leave 
his sanctuary as rapidly as 
possible. 

“This cannot go on for months 
and months ... No deadline has 
been' fixed but it cannot continue 
for long,” he said. 


Dutch firm seeks permit for 
minesweeper sales to Kuwait 


ROTTERDAM (R) — Dutch 
□aval shipyard Van Der Giessen 
De Noord near Rotterdam has 
applied for a licence to export, 
one or more minehunters to 
Kuwait, an Economics Ministry 
spokesman has said. 

The spokesman would not say 
how many vessels were involved 
but Dutch newspapers reported 
that company representatives 
were in Kuwait negotiating for a 


quick sale of two Alkmaar dass 
polyster-huUed vessels. 

No one was immediately avail- 
able for comment at the shipyard. 

Two dutch naval officers went 
to Kuwait with die company rep- 
resentatives to provide technical 
advice, but The Hague has de- 
nied suggestions of any direct 
involvement by Dutch vessels in 
helping clear mines from Gulf 
shipping routes.

LONDON (AP) — Jane’s De- 
fence Weekly says Iran has buflt 
up its navy to unprecedented 
strength in response to United 
States naval activity in the Gulf, 
but remains unlikely to launch a 
large-scale attack on American 
warships. 

In its latest issue, published 
Thursday, the authoritative pub- 
lication quotes military analysts 
as saying that despite Iranian 
threats to launch a major attack 
on the U.S. navy in the strategic 
waterway, the greatest threat is 
likely to come from guerrilla 
attacks. 

“Military analysts believe the 
Iranian navy atm the fledgling 
naval wing dr the Islamic Revolu- 
tionary Guards Corps are more 
likely to wage a hit-and-run guer- 
rlla war against U.S. warships 
than launch large-scale attacks, if 
indeed they do move against the 
USA,” Jane’s says. 

The U.S. navy recently stepped 
up activity in the Gulf to protect 
Kuwaiti merchant ships threatened 
by the “tanker war” between Iran 
and Iraq. Attacks on merchant 
shipping in the international wa- 
ters of the Gulf have claimed 
more than 200 lives since the 
Iran-Iraq war began 6 VS years 
ago.

assembled a force of more than 
80 warships, armed hovercraft, 
logistics ships and helicopter 
guns hips in the Gulf. 

The Iranians have three des- 
troyers, at least one with Quad 
standard ship-to-ship missiles, 
and four British-built Vosper MK 
S class frigates armed with Italian 
Seakiller anti-ship missiles, Jane's 
says. 

One of the destroyers was seen 
during recent manoeuvres in the 
Gulf but only two of the frigates 
are believed to be operational, 
the magazine adds. 

“Analysts believe the Iranians’ 
major units will not be used 
against U.S. ships because they 
will present easy targets. 

“It is more hkely the Iranians 
will deploy their Kaman class fast 
attack craft, aimed with U.S.- 
made Haipoom missiles. The 
Iranians had eight when the Gulf 
war broke out in 1980, but only 
three are believed hilly oper- 
ational now.” 

The magazine quotes one 
analyst as saying “tne Iranians 
are unlikely to take on a major' 
naval force in the Gulf head-on. 
A guerrilla war at sea is more 
Hkely.” 

Jane's says the greatest threat 
will probably come from suicide 
attacks in small boats. 

The magazine says the Islamic 
Revolutionary Guards Corps has 
reinforced its bases in the Gulf in 
the last two weeks and has said it 
will cany out suicide attacks if 
necessary. 


Egyptian underground group said 
to be composed of military officers

CAIRO — Western diplomats 
suspect that a terrorist group call- 
ing itself Egypt’s Revolution, 
which has claimed responsibility 
for assassination attempts against 
American and Israeli diplomats 
to Cairo over the past three years, 
is composed of disgruntled Egyp- 
tian military officers. 

Diplomats in major Western 
embassies here, who spoke on 
condition that they not be identi- 
fied, say evidence is mounting that 
the mysterious organisation is a 
highly professional group of 
ultranationalist Egyptians. This 
contradicts statements made by 


relations with the United States - 
They appear to be adherents of 
the nationalist precepts of former 
Eg yptian President Jamal Abdul 
Nasser. 

On May 26, gunmen ambushed 
three U.S. diplomats — including 
the head of security at the embas- 
sy compound — as they drove to 
work. A green Peugeot attemp- 
ted to ram their car from the side 
and sprayed it with gunfire. One 
diplomat was unhurt, but two 


were injured by flying glass.

The state- 
ments focused on hatred of Israel 
and on resentment of Egypt’s 
growing dependence on the U.S. 

The fact that Egypt’s Revolu- 
tion has not attacked Egyptians, 
seems to target security pereon- 
nel, displays specialised know- 
ledge of military hardware and > 
agreements between Egypt and ' 
the U.S., and remains at large — 
all this bolsters diplomats’ suspi- 
cions that the group is either 
composed of military personnel 
or receiving support from security 
forces. 

If the group's goals are to end 
the Camp David peace treaty and 
Egypt’s ties with the U.S., it has 
little chance of succeeding, diplo- 
mats say. Egypt remains firmly 
committed to the treaty and re- 
ceives more U.S. aid than ever — 
The Christian Science Monitor. 


ADC chief denounces Israeli persecution

TEL AVIV (R) — The president 
of the Arab- American Anti-Dis- 
crimination Committee, a 
Washington lobby group, has ac- 
cused Israel of persecuting visit- 
ing American citizens of Palesti- 
nian origin. 

Mr. Abdeen Jabara told a news 
conference that Israeli officials at 
Tel Aviv airport barred 30 U.S. 
citizens from entering the country 
this year to visit relatives in the 
occupied West Bank. 

Tne visitors were sent back to 
the United States, sometimes af- 
ter humiliating ■ strip searches, 
Mr. Jabara dunged. 


“Among these were women, 
children and elderly persons, 
none of whom can be considered 
security risks for Israel,” he said 
following a two-week fact-finding 
mission. 

“We contend these people 
were discriminated against and 
often humiliated because they 
were of Arab origin and we want 
the U.S. government to fight for 
their rights as American 
citizens,” said Mr. Jabara, who is 
of Lebanese origin. 

. He spoke a day after diploma- 
tic sources said the Unitea States 
had complained to Israel for the 


problems encountered by Arab-* 
Americans wishing to visit their' 
famili es in the West Bank. 

Government officials con- 
firmed that Washington was in 
contact with Israel over the issue 
but said they had received no 
official protest. 


During a similar cc n trovei sy 
last summer, Israeli officials said 
such measures were necessary be- 
cause U.S. citizens of Palestinian 
origin were suspected of planning 
to take up illegal residence in the 
West Bank. 


Freed Palestinian pledges

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 
— West Bank Palestinian leader 
Faisal Husseini has been released 
after three months in Israeli jails 
and vowed to fight on against 
Israel’s occupation of Arab areas 
held since the 1967 Middle East 
war. 


“I shall struggle in the same

means as I did before,” said the 
46-year-old member of one of the 
best known families in Palestinian 


nationalist history. 

Hundreds of Palestinian well- 
wishers flocked to welcome Mr. 
Husseini as he returned to the 
Arab Studies Society Research 
Centre which he heads. 

Mr. Husseini was arrested on 
April 12 in a crackdown on sup- 
porters of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) after a 
pregnant Israeli woman was 
burned to death in an Arab petrol 
bomb attack on the West Bank. 


Israeli police confiscate 
films of foreign journalist 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Police con- 
fiscated 12 rolls of film from a 
West German journalist who co- 
vered a banned meeting between 
Israelis and Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) members in 
Hungary, a police spokeswoman 
and the photographer said 
Friday. 


The Foreign Press Association 
issued a statement condemning 
the confiscation as a violation of 
press freedom. 

Andre Bruttnaim, a free-lance 
photographer, took the pictures 
in Budapest last mouth at a meet- 


ing between a 22-member Israeli 
delegation and PLO officials. 
Some of his pictures appeared in 
Time magazine. 

Police subpoenaed six mem- 
bers of the Israeli group to ques- 
tion then about an alleged viola- 
tion of a law passed last year that 
bars meetings with members of 
commando organisations. 


Brutmann told the Associated 
Press he was summoned for 
three-and-a-half hours of ques- 
tioning at the Ramie Police Sta- 
tion in central Israel on 
Thursday.

ANKARA (R) — Kurdish rebels 
killed four villagers in a fresh 
attack In south east Turkey as the 
government sought vrays to halt a 
campaign by guerrillas who have 
massacred more than 50 civilians 
in three weeks. ■ ■ — 


The semi-official Anatolian 
Agency Friday reported the latest 
attack in which one family suf- 
fered four dead — including a 
three-month-old baby — and 
seven others seriously wounded. 

Prime Minister nugut Ozal 
told a news conference Thursday 
night that martial law would end 
on July 19 as planned in the four 
south eastern provinces where it 
is still in effect. 

But Mr. Ozal, who had just 
visited two villages where rebels'- 
massacred 25 people on Wednes-" 
day night, made dear there 
would be no let-up in security. 

He did not give further details 
of the new measures, decided 
before tbe latest killings.

}aw;, and a naturalisation law. 
One -agreement dealt with oil 
exploration and the other was 
. between the government and a 
Kuwaiti fund. 

. The jiaturalisation law now be- 
fore: the Senate Legal Commit- 
tee,-- if approved, would allow 
Jordanians to carry dual nationa- 
lities. The law also grants the 
Jordanian citizenship to women 
named to Jordanians — three 
years after marriage for Arab 
■women and five years after mar- 
riage lor non-Arabs. 

According to the same law, a 
Jordanian woman, who marries a 
non-Jordanian and obtains her 


husband's nationality, would be 
able to keep both nationalities 
unless die decides to give up one 
of diem- She would retain the 
right to her Jor dani an nationality 
in the case of divorce from the 
non-Jordanian husband. 

The Jordanian woman can re- 
tain her Jordanian nationality if 
her husband changes his because 
of ‘‘special conditions ” accord- 
ing to the law. Sons and. daugh- 
ters of Jordanians who obtain a 
foreign nationality would keep 
their Jordanian nationality if they 
were under 18 years old. A 
Cabinet approval is required for 
any change in nationality. 

Non-Jordanians who obtain the 
Jordanian citizenship would be 
able to take political and di- 
plomatic posts or become mem- 
bers of Parliament at least 10 
years after obtaining the 
citizenship.' £ 

The new foreigners' affairs law 
passed by the House states that 
every foreigner who entered the 
country in a legal manner and did 
not obtain a temporary residency 
permit would be fined JD 10 for 
each month of delay. Foreigners 
who do not apply to renew their 
annual residency permit within 
one month from expiry date, 
would be fined JD 13 for every 
one-month delay. 

The new medical association 
law under consideration by the 
Senate Legal Committee, if pas- 
sed, would allow doctors to con- 


test decisions taken by the Higher 
Disciplinary Council in court. At 
present, decisions by the council 
are considered final. I 

The new public security ana 
Alined Forces law allows the 
promotion of first staff sergeants 
to second lieutenants. The prom- 
otion would be approved, subject 
to the meeting of certain condi- 
tions, such as the serviceman 
passing a determined course and 
having at least three years to his 
credit in the service as a first staff 
sergeant. He or she should not be 
above 45 years of age and have 
the recommendation of unit's 
commander. 

The law, expected to be en- 
dorsed by foe House without 
amendments, is designed to be- 
nefit from staff officers as long as 
possible, before their retirement. 
Previously, first staff sergeants 
had foe same financial benefits as 
a second lieutenant except for the 
rank. 

The Senate financial commit- 
tee is also expected to endorse an 
oil exploration agreement signed 
earlier this year between foe gov- 
ernment and Petrofina, a Belgian 
oil company. 

A loan agreement between the 

f overnment and the Kuwaiti 
und for Arab Economic De- 
velopment to finance the con- 
struction of the Wadi A1 Yurum- 
South Aqaba Road is expected 
to be endorsed in the coming 
session.

CBJ urges 
tighter security 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Central Bank 
of Jordan (CBJ) Governor Hus- 
sein Al Qasem has requested all 
banks and currency exchange 
firms throughout the Kingdom to 
take stricter security measures to 
provide adequate protection for 
their resources and their em- 
ployees. 

In a circular distributed to all 
banks and money changers in the 
country, Mr. Qasem said that 
despite security measures drawn 
up in cooperation with the Public 
Security Department in January 
1981 and distributed to all banks 
and money changers, imple- 
mentation of these measures have 
been lax. 

The CBJ circular came follow- 
ing foe robbery and killing last 
Monday of Mohieddeen Basheti, 
22, employee of a money ex- 
change firm, by an unknown 
assailant. 

Police said that the incident 
was the first reported armed rob- 
bery of its kind in Jordan. 

In his circular, Mr. Qasem 
asked all banks and money ex- 
change firms to strictly abide by 
the following instructions: 

— Employ qualified night guards 
provided with licenced aims in 
banks. 

— Use modern warning systems 
inside banks and money changers 
to provide sufficient protection. 

— Employ vehicles meeting “spe- 
cial specifications" for transport- 
ing money in and outside 
Amman. 

The -circular also asked all 
•banka,- financial companies and 
money., changers to report to foe 
police any customer who acts' 
suspiciously or brings in large 
amounts of money to exchange.

Greek transport minister arrives 

AMMAN (Petra) — Greek Transport Minister Constantine 
Badouvas arrived here Friday heading a delegation on a three-day 
visit to Jordan for talks with his Jordanian counterpart, Ahmad 
Dakhqan, on boosting and developing bilateral relations in 
transport. During the visit, the Greek minister will also visit the 
Royal Jordanian airline (RJ) and foe Queen Alia International 
Airport. He will discuss strengthening cooperation between the 
two national airlines of the two countries. 

Canada grants funds for development 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Canadian government, has granted 
Jordan 7 million Canadian dollars to finance foe purchase of 
equipment and machines from Canada for use in various 
development projects, to be identified and agreed upon by both 
Jordanians and Canadians. Signing the grant agreement for 
Jordan was Ministry of Planning Secretary Genera! Zaid Fariz, 
and for the Canadian government by the Canadian ambassador to 
Jordan, Mr. Gary Harman.

In an interview on the sidelines 
of the fair, Tunisian Minister of 
Industry and Trade Saladdin Ibn 
Mubarak welcomed the establish- 
ment of joint projects in Tunisia, 
saying that such projects will con- 
tribute to finding a good and 
stable atmosphere for commer- 
cial exchange between Tunisia 
and Jordan. 

Mr. Ibn Mubarak said the in- 
dustrial fair is a good beginning 
for establishing solid commercial 


and industrial relations between 
both countries. He praised the 
high standard of Jordanian indus- 
tries, saying that the good quality 
of foe items on display creates a 
spirit of healthy competition be- 
tween Jordanian and Tunisian 
industries. This in turn leads to an 
improvement in the industry of 
both countries in terms of quality 
and materials. 

Asked about prospects for 
establishing permanent commer- 
cial centres in Jordan and Tuni- 
sia, the minister said there has 
been an initial agreement on this 
and contacts are currently nuder 
way to define terms for such 
centres. 

Mr. Ibn Mubarak pointed out 
that Jordan and Tunisia are cur- 
rently consulting about the sta- 
tute for the Jordanian-Tonisian 
Council for Commercial and In- 
dustrial Cooperation. Such a 
council, he added, represent the 
optimal framework for coopera- 
tion in commercial and industrial 
projects. 

On the volume of trade be- 
tween foe two countries, Mr. Ibn 
Mubarak said this volume 
amounted to $12 million last 
year. This was an increase of 80 
per cent over previous years.

Mr. Amad. elected by the 25 
writers attending the meeting out 
of a membership of 33. is a 
historian and professor of Arabic 
literature at the University of 
Jordan. 

Prime Minister Zaid Rifai, 
acting in his capacity as military 
governor, ordered the closure of 
the former 327-member Writers 
Association on June 17.

Al R a 7; Concepts on conference diverge 


THE Israeli concept for the proposed international Middle East 
peace conference as repeatedly voiced by Israeli officials, places 
preconditions that make the conference void and inactive- Such a 
concept, as expressed by Shimon Peres, who armed in Geneva on 
Thursday, will not contribute to establishing peace at all or help 
achieve the objectives of the proposed conference. Israel views the 
U.N. role in the proposed peace conference as a mere umbrella, an 
international cover or mere protocol, and considers direct negotia- 
tions between Israel and its neighbouring Arab countries as the only 
way for achieving peace. This impractical and unrealistic concept 
must prompt Arabs to chrystallise a pan-Arab concept for the 
proposed international peace conference, and to adhere to it, in 
order to ensure that the conference would not create new Arab 
divisions which the Arabs can do without in these difficult times. It is 
therefore of significant importance for the Arabs to unanimously 
agree on the concept of the conference, and of the objectives sought 
from holding such a conference, least their differences aggravate and 
their views diverge. Arab leaders ought to voice out them concept of 
the conference's format and objectives and they should work towards 
holding their long-awaited summit, the right forum to formulate such 
a unified concept. Any delay or relaxation In formulating a pan-Arab 
concept will leave the scene open to Peres and his supporters in the 
Israeli government and will make the conference’s idea void of its 
content and purpose. 


AJDustour: Masri warns of Gulf dangers 

JORDAN'S foreign minis ter and head of the Arab Lcague’s-seven- 
rnember committee. Taber Masri. currently in London to discuss 
with British officials means for putting an end to the Iran-Iraq war, 
has warned that escalation of the Gulf war and the havocs and 
dangers it carries to the peoples of both countries does not only 
threaten the region but also international peace and security. Mr. 
Masri's warning came in the aftermath of recent escalation of 
hostilities in the Gulf waters, where naval fleets of the superpowers 
are being massed. Such build up of forces can never contribute to 
finding of a peaceful settlement to the ongoing Iran-Iraq war. On the 
contrary it contributes to internationalising the conflict and further 
aggravates the situation.

Arab politics in crisis: Questions of legitimacy

UNTIL the collapse of the Ottoman caliphate in 1922 the world of 
Islam looked to it as the one source of legitimacy for the state. Pnor 
to that collapse Arab and Muslim intellectuals sought remedies 
within the system, and ways whereby it could be modified and 
modernised while keeping the grand structure intact. The writings 
of Sheikh Jamal Al Din Al Afgani, Rashid Rida, Khair A1 Din A1 
T unis? and many others where genuine attempts at reform from 
within. Until the collapse, the caliphate, with it religious and 
secular mandate, exercised power in a quasi-divine “right of kings” 
tradition that existed in most of European medieval times. The 
European intrusion hastened the process of decay and eventually 
led to the total destruction of this institution without providing a 
plausible replacement. As a source providing legitimacy it was 
• basicall y unchallenged for almost the entire prior-fourteen-century 
period even when local dynasties that were virtually independent 
arose. These always asserted, sometimes not very convincingly, 
that they governed in the name of the Caliph in Baghdad, 
Istanbul... etc! 

In our attempts at some interpretative understanding of the 
nature of the political crisis of the Arab World now we must 
enquire into two highly related questions. The first deals with the 
possible sources of legitimacy that a given regime claims for itself in 
order to rule with at least a modicum of popular acceptance, not 
just mere acquiescence, and the second relates to the various 
responses offered by the Arab-Muslim intellectuals since their first 
awareness of the nature and the depth of the crisis facing their 
societies. 

In his book Economy and Society, Max Weber lists three types of 
"legitimate domination" meaning that the validity of the claims to 


legitimacy of any given re gime most rest on one of them: 
Traditional, rational and charismatic. The first rests on the 
esta blishe d belief in the sanctity of time honoured immemorial - 
traditions and those exercising authority, under them. Hie second 
source, the rational, rests on the belief in the legality of enacted 
roles and the right of those in authority under such laws to issue 
orders and commands- The third source speaks of a type of 
legitimacy resting on the devotion to a charismatic, exceptional, 
person whose sanctity emanates from a heroic exemplary character 
and the normative patterns or orders revealed or ordained by him. 
Weber concludes that to be legitimate, any regime must deserve to 
be obeyed by those ruled on any of these grounds. In more than one 
sense Weber only articulated what many Muslim commentators 
announced, only m modern terminology. Ibn Khaldun in particular 
comes closest to a discussion of legitimacy sources parallel to that of 
Weber. Society to prosper must have a ruler whose legitimacy 
sometimes rests on divine revelation, or it must rest on the rational 
policy of a ruler, a sultan whose legislation corresponds to the 
interests of those who obey him. Ibn Khaldun only implies the 
existence of the third source of legitimacy, charisma, in his 
discussion of a virtuous sultan. Al Mawardi actually lists the innate 
and the acquired characteristics that the sultan should perferably 
have. 

Where do the Arab regimes of today stand vis-a-vis this 
background and what has been the Arab response to the crisis? 
Mohammad Ah of Egypt responded to the Western Napoleonic 
intrusion by principally emphasising the need for military mod- 
ernisation. He viewed the challenge of modernity as principally 
military forgetting or unaware, as many other mflitaiy-minded 


leaders of the Arab World now, that you cannot amply isolate the 
reforms within the military without a yh-over effan rato other 
Wteof life; that such an approach will not on^r lead to swratal 
unevenness but eventually to internal turnon and unrest. By the 
middle of the nineteenth century the response expanded. Al 
Afghani among many others sought reform within the Islam* 
system: An approach surely more universal resting on re hgjops 
^pounds, and perhaps best summarised in the saving that a nation’s 
progress can be achieved through the reform of its princes and 
hleSa, clergy and the intellectuals and rulers. Alongsuk, tbs 
response another was developing pnor to and following the 
occnrrence of World War I. A variety of nationalisms some local 
and some pan-Arab, some totally secular or liberal and others with 
religious overtones offered themselves as response! to the crisis. 
Again and along with these two responses a third ideological one 
emerged emphasising a variety of socialist thought and ranging 
from the extreme left to other strains; a mixture of rebgious, 
nationalistic and socialist strands. The political parties and move- 
ments in the Arab World today are heirs to these legacies and while 
the dialogue and the search continues on the intellectual level, the 
regimes’ *»!««« to legitimacy are too often a confused mixture of ail 
these responses. No clear-cut replacement to the institution of the 
caliphate has yet arisen that can provide an answer to this all 
important, all central political question of legitimacy . The fun- 
damentalist resurgence in the Arab World now should only be 
viewed against this background of the failure to provide an answer, 
or a set of answers. In a sense, it is the completion of the circle and 
a return to the demands of “Reform Islam" commenced by Al 
Af ghani in modem times. ^ 


The ’56 war — another Israeli massacre

ON 29 October 1956, the Israeli 
army invaded — without dedar- 
ing war — the Sinai desert, and 
within days reached the Suez 
Canal. Hus unprovoked attack 
on Egypt was planned, organised, 
and coordinated beforehand with 
Britain and France. The plan was 
that Israel would attack Egypt 
and once it readied the Suez 
Canal both Britain and France 
would issue ultimatums calling on 
both sides to withdraw a few 
miles from the Canal. Israel 
would agree whereas Egypt 
would not Only then would Brit- 
ish and French troops land along 
the Canal zone “to keep the 
international shipping routes free 
for navigation of all nations,” and 
“restore peace by separating the 
combatants.” 

Inside Israel opinion was di- 
vided. A minority in the Knesset 
and the press was opposed to an 
attack on Egypt, seeing it dearly 
as a service to imperialism. But 
Ben-Gurion ignored the opposi- 
tion. The Israeli public was kept 
in the dark. With his proteges 
Dayan and Peres, Ben Gurion 
flew to Paris to finalise the tripar- 
tite plot, which to his last day, he 
vehemently denied existed. 

But there is another sordid 
chapter in this saga which is not 
so well known throughout the 
world, namely, the cold blooded 
killing by a unit of the Israeli 
army of 43 Palestinian dvilians — 
citizens of Israel — returning 
from work to their homes in Kafr 
Qasim, 20 miles north east of Tel 
Aviv, on the day of Israel’s inva- 


sion ' of Egypt on 29 October 
1956. The planners of the attack 
on Egypt dedded to impose a 
curfew on most of Israel's Palesti- 
nian citizens (who were sym- 
pathetic to Nasser) from 5 p.m. 
on October 29 to prevent any 
demonstrations against the war. 
However, so as not to give any 
advance indication of what Israel 
was about to do, the curfew was 
announced on the radio only at 
midday. This meant that all those 
who went to work in the morning 
knew nothing about the curfew, 
and, hearing about it only at 
midday, had no alternative to 
returning to their villages after it . 
was imposed. What was to be 
their fate? 

Tbs question was actually 
asked in a briefing session before 
the curfew by soldiers of. the 
Israeli Border Guard whose unit 
was assigned the duty enforcing 
the curfew. The answer they were 
given was: “May. Allah have mer- 
cy on those souk." As a result, 
soldiers of the Israeli Border 
Guard shot 43 Palestinian dvi- 
Uans returning from work be- 
tween 5 p.m. and 6 p.m. Many of 
those shot were women and 
young girls. The victims were 
ordered to get off a bus, a lorry, 
or a bicycle, and were then shot 
at point blank range. The soldiers 
took care to kill the wounded. 

This horrific massacre was kept 
secret for three weeks, due to the 
‘national loyalty” of the Israeli 
press and radio. Finally, after the 
Communist party handed out’ 
leaflets about the massacre the 
facts became known and the army 
was forced to court-martial those 


involved. The trial was conducted 
‘in camera* and 11 soldiers with 
their platoon and battalion com- 
manders were sentenced to rais- 
on for periods ranging from 7 to 
15 years. The divisional comman- 
der was given a fine of one penny, 
as a symbol of exoneration for 
anyone higher up. The coart thus 
placed the blame on one army 
uni! .alone, failing to trace up the 
ladder of command those who 
issued the orders. 

Little was beard of the 11 
murderers until, on the 
30th anniversary of the massacre, 
a Tel Aviv weekly, Ha’eer (10 
October 1986) published some 
research into their fate. Dali ah 
Karpel revealed some harrowing, 
hitherto unknown frets. 

First, none of those sentenced 
to prison served their full term. 
By 1959, three years after the 
events, all were out of prison, 
their sentences reduced either by 
military appeal court or by pres- 
idential pardon. 

Second, the commander who 
was stripped of his rank by the 
court was reinstated, due to Ben 
Gurion's personal insistence. He 
was put in charge of security of 
Israel's nuclear plant. 

Third, all of the murderers 
keep insisting — to this very day 
— that they acted correctly in 
obeying their orders to shoot 
dvilians, although the judge 
ruled that an order to ktii un- 
armed dvilians returning from 
work was blatantly illegal and it 
was their duly to disobey it. 

Fourth, the wife of the com- 
mander of the unit revealed that 
while the trial was in progress her 


husband was released from milit- 
ary prison to meet Ben-Gurion, 
the prime minister and minister 
of defence, who pleaded with him 
not to reveal orders be was given 
by his superiors lest this implicate 
the general staff and the cabinet, 
and that he was promised an early 
release and reinstatement. As a 
result her husband agreed to take 
all responsibility on himself. 

Fifth, the platoon’s comman- 
der, who personally shot the first 
three who came by on bicylces 
was given, on release from pris- 
on, a job as head of the security 
department in charge of Palesti- 
nians in his municipality (Ram- 
leh). Later the Jewish Agency 
gave him a job as manager of the 
sale of Israel’s government bonds 
in a European capital. 

One of the eleven, Shalom 
Offer, stated: 

“We were like the Germans; 
they stopped vehicles, ordered 
the Jws down, and shot them ... 
So did we. There is no difference. 
We obeyed orders just like a 
German soldier obeyed orders 
during the war when ordered to 
shoot Jews. I was involved in 
other deeds, no less horrible. My 
friends and I used to go on 
private raids across the bonier to 
Jordanian camps, to bring back 
information. From the age of 15 
I’ve been walking on bodies. I 
don’t regret anything.” 

Private Harush, who shot 22 in 
Kafr Qasim was asked by the 
journalist whether it was difficult 
to shoot women and children. He 
answered: 

“Not difficult at all. We did not 
see it as something unusual. It 


wasn’t the first time. We used to 
lay ambushes and met women 
who came to steal and do ail sorts 
of thine?. They even sent cbil- 
dren. Was I supposed to assume 
that they were innocent workers? 
If those who came to the village 
did not crane to kill why was the 
order issued? Why was there a 
curfew?” 

Did he have any regrets? He 
answered: 

“No regrets. I did what I was 
ordered to do. My political belief 
hasn’t changed, I remain a 
Labour supporter. The only pain 
is of my family. While I was in 
prison die neighbours shouted 
“Mahluf is a murderer.” I paid a 
price. I'm paying to this day. in 
my job, in everything, all those 
years I live with the feeling that 
I'm a victim.” 

Gabriel Uliet says: 

“When Edmund Nakhmaci 
asked the operations officer 
Tiomkin, who later became 
police superintendent of Tel 
Aviv: if I see a crying baby what 
should I do? Tiomkin replied: 
Even if you see a crawling baby 
shoot it. Hie order is to kill. 

The journalist asked him why 
he was angry. He replied: 

“Wien a person like Ben Gu- 
rion writes to my wife, "have 
courage” and two days later de- 
clares in the Knesset: These 
criminals must be punished. 
When a person tike Dayan comes 
and embraces and kisses us 
secretly and then turns up on the 
witness stand and denounces me, 
that makes me furious, if we were 
criminals why were we given spe- 
cial leave and special treatment 


in prison?" 

Asked whether there was any 
stage when he felt remorse, even 
the slightest, he repbed: 

“Why should I feel remorse. In 
1948 I was in Giv’ati and ‘Sam- 
son’s foxes’: I fought many bat- 
tles. Didn't I kill Arabs? Who 
told you they were armed? Is 
there* conscience in war? What 
happened to the pilot who drop- 
ped the bomb on Hiroshima? 
That’s war. Either you kill ethers 
or they kill you.” 

Edmund N akhmani stated: 

“When I saw what happened in 
die village I thought; Ben Gurion 
is a second Hitler, because the 
order was. in the last resort, 
unjustified, and it all turned out 
to be a mistake. But on that 
evening we had the feeling that 
we were pre-empting the exter- 
mination of our nation. From 
today's perspective I know that 
only the Germans did such 
things." 

Perhaps the most depressing 
revelation of these interviews is 
the fact that very few in Israel 
care about such revelation any 
longer. The majority of Israelis 
have become hardened by a 
series of further atrocities com- 
mitted subsequently by the Israeli 
army and security services and by 
the pardoning of perpetrators by 
chiefe-of-staff, ministers of de- 
fence or even presidents. The 
majority of Israelis today would 
not consider the murder of an. 
unarmed Palestinian as a serious 
crime. They have become cynical 
about atrocities — Middle East 
International, London.

liberal who rejected 
Africaner roots

JOHANNESBURG — Frederik 
van Zyl Slabbert, a prime mover 
behind July 8th talk* in Senegal' 
between white South Africans 
and the African National Con- 
gress (ANC) guerrilla movement, 
is unique in his country’s politics. 

As nis name suggests, 47-year- 
old Slabbert’s roots are in the 
Dutch-descent Afrikaner com- 
munity. He was reared in con- 
servative Northern Transvaal and 
attended Stellenbosch Universi- 
ty, intellectual cradle of Afri- 
kaner dom. 

But he discarded his right-wing 
credentials to become leader of 
the liberal and anti-ap arthei d 
Progressive Federal Party (PFP), 
which under his leadership was 
the biggest opposition party in 
the South African parliament. 

He shocked friend and foe in 
February last year by quitting 
parliament and his party post. 
Even members of nis party’s 
caucus were told about Ins res- 
ignation only an hour before he 
made the announcement. 

Slabbert saw no role for him- 
self in a parliament dominated for 
the past 39 years by the National 
Party and he opted for an extra- 
parliamentary vehicle for his 
liberal views by founding the In- 
stitute for Democratic Alterna- 
tives in South Africa fEDASA), 
which promotes white-black dia- 
logue. 

The resignation bad a capri- 
cious flavour to it, and the tall, 
blue-eyed Slabbert has described 
himself as “a bit Bohemian” pre- 
ferring the company of academics 
and actors to politicians- 

Acquaintances say that even 
when he was a party leader, 
Slabbert remained independent- 
minded and self-critical, never 
content simply to mouth political 
cliches. 

He believes all South Africans, 
including blacks who outnumber 


whites by about five to one, 
should be able to vote. 

But he does not think this 
country is ready for black major- 
ity rule and a federal structure 
should be worked out to protect 
minority rights. 

“No one group should be able 
to dominate another, whether it 
be black or white. This goes for 
black majority government or by 
any other form of racial domina- 
tion,” he has said. 

The talks in Senegal are not 
Slabbert's first encounter with the. 
ANC, which is fighting a low-level 
guerrilla campaign to end white 
domination. 

In 1985 be was among South 
Africans who went to Lusaka to 
talk to ANC members. Then as 
now, Slabbert was defying the 
South African government, 
which denounces contacts with an 
organisation dedicated to ending 
white domination by force. 

In his resignation speech Slab- 
bert said that to make war a gains t 
the ANC was to make war against 
people in South Africa and urged 
the government to follow his ex- 
ample and talk to the guerrilla 
movement. 

In a statement on July 7, 
Slabbert said it was Stupid and 
shortsighted to poriray me ANC 
as a small organisation based 
outside South Africa when vast 
□umbers of blacks inside tfae- 
countxy backed it. 

While Pretoria has kept silent 
about the Senegal meeting be- 
tween 50 white South Africans 
and the ANC, Slabbert's initia- 
tive could spell trouble later for 
his IDASA, which is financed 
partly by funds received from- 
abroad. 

President P.W. Botha has 
given warning that he is consider- 
ing a crackdown on foreign- 
funded extra-parliamentary 
groups and analysts say the iniria- , 
five that bas resulted m the talks 
could provide a pretext for him to 
carry out his threat.

Population: About 16 million, 
major immigran t communi ties in- 
clude British, Irish Italians, 
Greeks, Yugoslavs, Lebanese, 
Vietnamese. Chinese, Polish, 
Dutch, Arabs, Turks, Cypriots, 
South Africans, Americans, 
Malaysians and New Zealanders. 

Area: Australia is an island 
continent about 25 times larger 
than Britain and Ireland mid 
almost twice foe combined areas 
of India and Pakistan. Its land 
mass totals 7,682,300 square km. 

Capital: Canberra. 

Government: Australia has a 
parliamentary system. Legislative 
power is vested in the federal 
parliament, which has two cham- 
bers, the House of Represents-’ 
tives (lower house) with 148 
members and the Senate (upper 
bouse) with 76 members (12 from 
each state and two each from the 
Australian Capital Territory and 
the Northern Territory.) 

Nationwide elections for the 
House of Representatives, the 
main national legislative body, 
are held at least every three 
years. In Senate elections, the 
people of each state and territory 
vote as a single electorate for 
senators, who serve six-year 
terms, with half the Senate retir- 
ing every three years. 

Each of the six states and the 
Northern Territory also have a 
parliament, elected at least every 
three years, and their measures 
complement the activities of the 
federal parliament. The Austra- 
lian Capita] Territory comes 
under federal administration. 

Australia, an independent na- 
tion. retains close constitutional 
links with Britain and gives alle- 
giance to Queen Elizabeth. The 
queen is head of state and repre- 
sented by a governor-general, 
and six state governors. 

The governor-general, at pre- 
sent Sir Ninian Stephen, acts oaly 
on the advice of federal ministers. 
He is chosen on the advice of the 
Australian government. 


Politics: Australia has two 
main political parties — the 
Labour Party and the Conserva- 
tive Liberal Party, both of which 
are committed to a multi-racial, 
multi-cultural, multi-religious 
society. Other parties in the 
bicameral parliament are the 
National Party, Australian 
Democrats. Unite Australia Par- 
ty and independents. 

Domestic issues dominate the 
local political scene, although 
foreign policies affecting Austra- 
lia’s interests often are tackled 
vigorously by the various parties. 

Prime Minister Bob Hawke, 
who won the December, 1984, 
general election, has maintained 
a tight bold on the mili tant left- 
of his Labour Party, 
wke, a former trades union 
leader, is regarded as a moderate 
and has the full support of the 
Labour movement, spearheaded 
by the Australian Council of 
Trades Unions (ACTU). 

Opposition leader John Ho- 
ward has been chise fling away at 
Labour’s economic strategies, 
which he says have created 
budgetary, balance of payments 
and foreign debt problems. 

In the outgoing House of Rep- 
resentatives Labour held 82 seats, 
the Liberal Party 45 and the 
National Party 21. In the Senate, 
Labour held 32 seats. Liberal 28,. 
National five, Australian Demo- 
crats six, independents three and 
Unite Australia Party one. One 
seat was vacant. 

Economy: Gross domestic pro- 
duct (GDP) for 1985/86 was 
232,046 million dollars (164,753 
million U.S.). GDP for 1986^87 is 
estimated at 252,400 million dol- 
lars (9,847 U.S.). 

The ruining sector is hi ghl y 
capital intensive and accounts for 
42 per cent of export income. 
Australia is the world’s largest 
exporter of coal, which is now the 
country’s single largest export 
earner. It is a major producer of 
mineral sands, copper, lead, zinc, 
tungsten, nickel, uranium, tin' 
.and dow diamonds. Gold produc- 
tion using new recovery techni- 
ques is increasing rapidly. 

Agriculture provides about 40 
per cent of Australia's foreign 


earnings with about two-thirds of 
rural production exported. Cere- 
als, wool, sugar, meat and dairy 
products are the major earners. 

Major manufacturing indus- 
tries include steel, chemicals, 
motor vehicles, food and bever- 
age processing and paper pro- 
ducts. Textiles and clothing, basic 
metal products and light en- 
gineering are also widespread. 
The sector is dominated by large 
companies with the top 200 firms 
accounting for half total output. 


Bass Straits oil fields have sup- 
plied up to 90 per cent of Austra- 
lia’s crude oil production and 
nearly half the nation’s natural 
gas output. 

Armed forces: Australia's 
armed forces have 72,000 person- 
nel — army 33,000. Royal Au-

Marcos was to land by boat m 
his home province Qocos Norte, 
where he would be greeted by 
supporters and swept back to 
control. of the Philippines. 

“I am going to land there, I 
don’t care who opposes me, ” Mar- 
cos said, according to the trans- 
cript, “And if they oppose the 
landing, that is when we start the 
battle.” 

He claimed to have as an ally 
the commander of dark air base, 


a U.S. installation in the Philip- 
pines that has both U.S. ami 
Philippine forces. 

What was to happen to the 
current president of the Philip- 
pines, Corazon Aquino, who 
took office after Marcos was 
swept aside by a popular revolt in 
February 1986? 

“What I would like to see 
happen is we take (Mrs. Aquino) 
hostage,” Marcos told Mr. Chas- 
tain. “Not to hurt her... no 
reason to hart her .. to take her.” 

According to the tapes, which 
were played to a packed commit- 
tee dumber, Marcos planned to 
pay to the invasion with a line of 
credit extended by Mr. Fassi. In 
return, Marcos said he would give 
tiie Saudi a lien cm his Swiss 

holdings. 

In addition, Marcos told Mr. 
Hixschfeld that he owned l.OOff 
tonnes of gold, worth $14 billion, 
that was bidden, perhaps in the 
Philippines. Marcos was vague 
about where he had obtained so 
much gold, except to in di cate that 
some of it may have come from 
money set aside to pay Philippine 
veterans after World War H and 
some of it may have come from the 
Philippines’ central bank. 

Marcos also was vague about 


where the gold was and who 
knew its location, but was defi- 
nite that his wife Imeida did not 
know its whereabouts. 

“She panics,” Marcos told Mr. 
Hirscfafeld, according to the tape. 

Since revelation of the tapes, 
State and Justice Department 
officials have restricted Marcos to 
the island of Oahu, Hawaii, for- 
bidding him to travel anywhere 
within the United States or out- 
side the country. 

In Honolulu, Marcos has ques- 
tioned the authenticity of the tape 
recordings. 

Marcos reviewed a transcript of 
part of the tape recordings with 
Honolulu Advertiser reporter 
Walter Wright He said foe re- 
cordings were “incredible,” but 
that he could not comment, furth- 
er, on the advice of his attorneys. 

Sources close to Marcos say he 
believed the tapes may be “doc- 
tored” versions of conversations 
that started with an attempt to 
help an old friend, former world 
heavyweight boxing champion 
Mohammad Ah, out of financial 
problems, according to the news- 
paper. 

The Marcos sources said he has 
asked his lawyers to investigate' 
foe tapes.

When Edwards and Raymer 
visited Kiev last fall, they found 
homes bearing wet clothes at foe 
doorways — to clean radioactive 
dust. from. shpes.. Kievans were 
advised to bathe frequently. and 
wash their windows and walls. 
But adults made jokes, and chil- 
dren played “radiation,” thrust- 
ing sticks at parked cars as if they 
were Geiger-counter wands. 

Ukrainians had dealt with dis- 
aster before. In World War II, 
their land bore the brunt of foe 
German drive to Stalingrad and 
foe Red Army counteroffensive. 
The republic lost 7.5 million peo- 
ple, including almost 4 million 
civilians killed and 2.2 million 
taken to Germany as labourers. 

The Black Sea port of Yalta, 
site of the final conference of the 
war’s Big Three — Roosevelt, 
Churchill, and Stalin — still 
attracts Soviet visitors to the 
Livadia Palace, where the confer- 
ence was held. 

Officials hopes to lure tourists 
from Western Europe to foe 
rocky shores of foe Crimean 
Peninsula, the wannest in the 
Soviet Union. Edwards told one ' 
official that such resorts in foe' 
West rely on four S’s: sand, sea, 
sun and sex. 

“We lack only sand,” the offi- 
cial replied.

Both Koreas to further 

discuss Olympic venue 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland 
(Agencies) — A fourth round of 
meetings on North Korea's de- 
mand to co-host the 1988 summer 
games opens Tuesday, the first 
North-South joint session before 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee (IOC) in 13 months. 


Delegations from North Korea 
and South Korea will meet with 
IOC President Juan Antonio 
Samaranch for rwo days at the 
committee's glass-and-marble 
headquarters on the shore of 
Lake Geneva. 

Both sides have not held joint 
discussions since June 1986, 
although Samaranch has talked 
separately with' representatives 
since then. 

The meeting follows the second 
mouth of anti-government de- 
monstrations in Seoul, the South 
Korean capital where the games 
are scheduled to be played Sept. 
17 to Oct. 2. 


Samaranch did not qualify his 
comments as previously when he 
has emphasised that only minor 
adjustments would be possible in 
the compromise package offered 
to Pyongyang following North 
Korea's demand for a half share 

Of ttie games. 

He said he hoped the July 
14-15 meeting in Lausanne be- 
tween National Olympic Com- 
mittee delegates from both 
Koreas — the" fourth such meet- 
ing — would result in an agree- 
ment. 

North Korea, which has been 
offered the table tennis and 
archery competitions and some 
soccer and cycling, insists on stag- 
ing at least eight of the 23 sports 
on the games programme. 


Colombia were expected to dis- 
pose of Chile, Brazil’s execution- 
ers, in Thursday’s semifinal in 
Cordoba but also crashed against 
a solid defence and succumbed in 
extra time. 

The more experienced Argen- 
tines will be favoured to win but 
Colombia have some fine young 
footballers who excited the few 
fans who went to their qualifying 
round matches in Rosario. 


The last time the two sides met 
was in the World Cup qualifiers 
in 1985, Argentina winning 3-1 
away and 1-0 at home, but Col- 
ombia are a much improved 
team. 

Most of the teams in the 
tournament said they would like 
to meet Argentina in the final.

Samaranch was asked Friday 
whether any alternative site for 
the 1988 Olympics was being con- 
sidered following the recent un- 
rest in Seoul. 

■ “It will be Seoul only. I don’t 
know any other solution. If there 
will be no games in Seoul, there 
will be no games at all next year. 
We are not considering any other 
city as an organising post,” he 
said. 

Samaranch stressed his satis- 
faction with the organising skills 
of Seoul officials. 


"They've had outstanding pre- 
parations in Seoul and I can say 
that never has any city showed 
such as a degree of preparation. 
They do have some internal prob- 
lems in South Korea, but I think 
that situation is improving. We 
have received some very good 
news from South Korea recent- 
ly,” he said.

Dubai erects desert cricket venue 


DUBAI (R) — Night-time crick- 
et in the desert will soon become 
a reality as the game, rooted in 
the green pastures of England, 
finds a second home in the Gulf 
region. 

Following Shaijah’s success in 
pioneering the game in the re- 
gion, the Emirate of Dubai is 
building a 22,000-seat stadium 
with floodlights. 

Project engineer and coordina- 
tor Stephen Trutch says Dubai is 
not out to steal the limelight from 
Sharjah. 

“We will be staging some 
floodlit games because we wanted 
to do something a little diffe- 
rent.” he said. Sharjah has no 
facilities to stage matches at 
night. 

Workmen broke ground last 
month on a dry tract of sand 
outside this city for a $13 million 
cricket and hockey complex de- 
signed to help promote Dubai as 
the sporting capital of the Middle 
East. 

The Al Maktoum ruling family 
of internationally-known race 


horse owners have already 
embarked on construction of the 
region's first grass championship 
golf course and an English-style 
racing circuit. 

Sheikh Hamdan Ibn Rashid Al 
Maktoum. foe United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE) finance minister, is 
personally funding foe cricket 
project for completion towards 
the end of 1988. 

Cricket in the Gulf was 
pioneered a few miles away in 
Sharjah, where businessman 
Abdul-Rahman Bukhatir built a 
stadium in 1981 and confounded 
sceptics who said the game would 
never take root. 


Sharjah has since attracted the 
world's top teams and hundreds 
of thousands of spectators, most 
of them from the UAE’s large 
Indian and Pakistani expatriate 
communities. 

The Dubai stadium wall be 
slightly larger than Sharjah's and 
linked to a 10, 000-capacjty hock- 
ey stadium by a luxurious club- 
house. 

Special Bermuda grass adapted 


to the salty sand of the Gulf 
coastline mil provide a lush turf, 
while the hockey pitch wall be 
synthetic. 

Dubai has already pencilled in 
a maiden international tourna- 
ment in November or December 
1?88 and plans to negotiate 
directly with the world’s top 
cricket boards including India, 
Pakistan, the West Indies. Au- 
stralia, Sri Lanka and England, 
all of which have played in 
Sharjah. 

“There’s room enough for both 
of us,” said Trutch, pointing out 
that Sharjah tournamnets are 
sold out weeks in advance. 

An inaugural hockey tourna- 
ment is planned for early 1989. 
Dubai was first to host a major 
international hockey match in the 
Gulf in January 1986 when West 
Germany beat Pakistan, Indian 
and England. 

Dubai officials hope the pro- 
ject wall spur interest among foe 
Arabs, enthusiastic followers of 
football, falconry and camel rac- 
ing bat generally unfamiliar with 
cricket and hockey.

Iraq urges Arab role to 
expand investments 


1 LONDON (R) — Shares stood at record levels in late tr adin g hnf 
the market was relatively quiet with attention mainly centred 
around special situations, dealers said. 

News U.K. retail prices, which in June were unchanged from 
May’s levels with a year-on-year rise of 4.2 pear cent helped lift 
U-K. government bonds briefly but had no impact on equities. 
Most economists had forecast a June rise of 0.1 per cent but some 
had indicated an annualised inflation rate of about 4.5 per cent.

BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq called 
Thursday for Arab investment in 
industrial joint ventures to help 
boost an economy bard hit by the 
war with Iran. 

The government newspaper AI 
Jumhnnya published what it cal- 
led an “Arab investor plan" for 
the construction of 229 industrial 
projects with an overall cost of 
234 million dinars (S750 million). 

It said the plan was in fine with 
instructions issued by President 
Saddam Hussein in February to 
encourage the private sector and 
Arab investors to play a more 
active role in the Iraqi economy. 

AI Jumhuriya said measures 


taken to this end included the 
lifting of taxes on imports of 
machinery, equipment and raw 
materials. 

A top industry minis try official 
said the state-owned Industrial 
Bank granted credits exceeding 
50 per cent of the total cost of 
machinery imported by the pri- 
vate sector. 

Industrial Bank Director 
Abdul Wabab Al Najjar said the 
bank had been granting facilities 
and credits to the private sector, 
including long-term loans based 
on the assets of individual pro- 
jects. 


Taiwan frees foreign 
exchange regulations 


TAIPEI (R) — Taiwan, owner of 
the world’s third largest foreign 
exchange reserves, announced 
sweeping financial changes 
Thursday to allow businessmen to 
freely invest their export earnings 
overseas for the first time since 
1949. 

The island has massive reserves 
worth $62 billion smaller only 
than Japan's and West Ger- 
many's. 

A central bank official told 
reporters that from July IS, 
Taiwanese companies or indi- 
viduals will each year be able to 
buy and use $5 mini on or the 
equivalent in any other currency. 

At the same time, the govern- 
ment win damp a $50,000 — a 
year ceiling on capital inflows in 
an effort to crush speculators 
betting on the appreciating 
Taiwan dollar. 

Mr. Philip Chou, head of the 
central bank's foreign exchange, 
department, said there will be no* 
restriction on where investors put 
their money overseas. They could 
buy stocks, bonds and propert y . 

Mr. Chou 1 said the new mea- 
sures, which surprised many fore- 
ign bankers, would help reduce 
foreign exchange reserves. 

The reserves are mainly the 
result of- huge trading surpluses 
with the United States. Their sire 


has led to U.S. demands that 
Taiwan open its markets or face 
protectionism. 

Mr. Chou said there would be 
no restriction on trade-related 
capital inflows and outflows, 
covering earnings from shipping, 
insurance and royalties. 

Strict foreign exchange con- 
trols have been in place since 
1949 when the Nationalist 
(Kuonrintang) government fled 
to Taiwan from mainland China 
after its defeat by the communists 
in the civil war. 

Taiwanese companies and indi- 
viduals have previously been 
allowed to invest in foreign 
bonds, certificates of deposit and 
treasury bills but not stocks. 

AH capital outflows have re- 
quired government approval and 
businessmen have complained 
that their projects have often 
been delayed by red-tape and 
tight liquidity requirements. 

Individuals have been allowed 
to sent out no more than $5,000 
annually. 

The government had argued 
that dropping restrictions on cur- 
rency outflows would prompt 
capital flight It is now worried 
that the island's glut of for~‘ — 
exchange will spark raging i 
turn.

’ Offenders are to be fined five 
to 10 times the value of goods or 
money involved and repri- 
manded, demoted or sacked. 

"Acts lacking in civilised man- 
ners and courtesy toward custom- 


ers, such as adopting an impolite 
attitude- and quarrelling... will 
'result in reprimands or sackings, 
it Add. ? 

Hie directive ordered investi- 
gators not to dally ami said serious 
and complicated cases should be 
settled within two months. 

“From now on it is necessary to 
definitely stop holding bade for 
internal settlement serious nega- 
tive cases that should be prose- 
cuted before the court,” it said. 

The trade mini st r y edict is part 
of the Communist Party’s cam- 
paign to reduce inflation, root oat 
corruption and boost production. 

The party faces spreading dis- 
content from a rapidly growing 
population which has experi- 
enced years of privation 

Trade offences and restrictions, 
along with the general malaise in 
that sector, have earned the party 
a lot of criticism. 


Oil prices rise 

NEW YORK (R) — Tensions in 
file Middle East, heightened by 
an- Iranian attack on a U.S.- 
owned tanker, pished U.S. oil 
prices to 19-montn high* Thursday 
and could send them higher by 
the weekend, U.S. oil analysts 
and traders said. 

“Prices will rise for another day 
or two as a reflex action, which 
could bring prices as high as $22 a 
barrel by me weekend, said Mr. 
David T. Mizrahi, editor of 
Mideast Reports. 

He added that prices “could 
stay at that level if the number of 
incidents increase." 

An Iranian gunboat attacked 
the U.S.-owned supertanker 
Peconic in the northern Gulf 
Thursday sending ofl prices to 
$21.19 a barreL 

Other analysts said talk was 
becoming more bullish with some 
traders saying prices could in- 
crease to $25 a barrel if incidents 
of violence in the Gulf and the 
Middle East increased in number 
and severity. 

“The fact that the U.S. is be- 
coming more involved in the re- 
gion (by offering U.S. protection 
to some Kuwaiti tankers) is mak- 
ing the Mideast more prominent 
in traders’ thoughts," said Mr. 
Vahan Zanoyan, an officer of 
Petroleum Finance Corp 

“Concern about the Gulf war 
has overwhelmed die (oil market) 
fundamentals in most traders* 
minds and die speculative mar- 
kets are reacting, perhaps over- 
reacting, to the Gulf war," Mr. 
Zanoyan added. 

Mr. George Friesen, an ofl 
analyst with Dean Witter 
Reynolds Inc, said inrmaang ten- 
sions were leading oil companies 
to build up their oil stocks. 


Bank offers 
oil bonds 

ZURICH (R) — Belgium's Kre- 
dietbank Thursday offered a 50 
million Swiss franc ($33 million) 
bond issue which gives investors a 
chance to {flay the ofl market. > 

The bond issue comes with 
warrants which give holders the 
right to buy West Texas In- 
termediate crude oil at its current 
price of $21 a band over a two 
year period, no matter how the 
price of oil changes. 

“You would be surprised if you 
knew all the people who have 
shown interest m mis bond," said 
an official at Goldman Sachs Fi- 
nance A.G. which arranged the 
issue. 

Market sources said it was the 
first time in Europe that bonds 
with oil warrants had been sold, 
and saw it as furtiiei confirmation 
of growing optimism on oil prices 
in recent weeks. 

They said Norway's Christiania 
Bank is likely to launch a sunflar 
issue soon. 

The Kiedtethank bond pays a 
three per cent interest rate, about 
one percentage point below most 
Swiss franc bonds. 

But, in exchange for saving 
Kredietbank money on the in- 
terest rale, investors get protec- 
tion against oil price rises.' 

Borrowers in file Swiss market 
increasingly look to using such 
novel twists — which bond deal- 
ers call “bells and whistles” — to 
save money and attract investors. 


U.N. chief stresses need 
to develop poor countries 


GENEVA (R) — United Nations Secretary General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar called Thursday for vigorous 
action to help the world economy by accelerating 
development in poor countries. 


the seventh U.N. 
on Trade and De- 
velopment (UNCTAD), be said 
the Third World’s foreign debt 
“constitutes a major obstacle to 
die revitalisation of development 
in the heavily indebted countries, 
certainly for me commode-de- 
pendent countries." 

“Vigorous action is ... needed, 
and quickly, to ensure that tins 
world economy does not get 
caught in a downward spiral with 
adverse conseouences for all 
countries," Mr. Perez de Cuellar 
told the meeting of some 3,000 
delegates from 150 countries. 

The session promises to be a 
testing time for UNCTAD, with 
file United States under President 
Reagan taking an 
sceptical view of the role 
organisation can play. 

A U.S. official, speaking mi 
condition he not be named, said 
Thursday UNCTAD would be 
committing suicide if it allowed 
this conference to follow the ex- 
ample of UNCTAD VI in Bel- 
grade in 1983 when developing 
countries presented a catalogue 
of demands for a resdistxibution 
of wealth across the North-South 
divide. 

“If UNCTAD thinks it is going 
to negotiate on these cosmic 
issues, it is committing suicide,” 
he said. 

“At the end of these meetings, 
you have to wonder whether 
you’ve managed to put an extra 
meal on the plate of anyone in the 
developing world — anyone who 
didn’t manage to get mmself on 
his country’s delegation,” me 


U.S. official said. 

The Third World foreign debt 
crisis and problems arising from 
falling commodity export earn- 
ings are expected to do minat e me 
talks. 

Developing nations are placing 
high hopes on the three-week 
conference to help find ways to 
ease their $1,000 billion debt 
burden. 

But the U.S. delegation — 
keen to see UNCTAD be demoted 
to a forum for discussions and 
analysis with no power to take 
action — would refuse to agree 
elaborate resolutions and com- 
mitments, me U.S. official said. 

Some high-ranking members of 
the Reagan administration urged 
that United States refuse to 
attend UNCTAD VII. In the 
end, they opted for a low-level 
delegation, headed by a deputy 
assistant secretary of state, Mr. 
Dennis Goodman. 

The session, me seventh full- 
scale meeting organised by UN- 
CTAD since its inception in 1964, 
has attracted a number of minis- 
ters and national ieaders, includ- 
ing French President Francois 
Mitterrand, Norwegian Prime 
Minister Gro Hariem Brundtland 
and Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak.

Mr. Okia, who served as fore- 
ign minister in me late 1970s, said 
governments too should play a 
greater role n solving the debt 
crisis, guaranteeing private sector 
investment in developing coun- 
tries and offering insurance, tax 
incentives and even subsidies. 


Funds to developing nations fail 


PARIS (R) — Developing coun- 
tries received 15 per cent less 
funds from the rest of the world 
in 1986 because of a sharp cut in 
private bank lending and a furth- 
er fell in net export credits, the 
OECD said Thursday. 

In its latest annual survey on 
financing and external debt of 
developing countries, the 24-na- 
tion Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) said that, in addition to 
the cot in private fending, official 
development finance also fell by 
about four per cent in volume 
terms. 

“Hopes that 1986 would bring 
a consolidation of overall de- 
veloping country financing in a 
context of rising world growth 
have not been realised,” the 
Paris-based think tank said. 

The survey said low world com- 
modity prices had hit developing 
countries struggling to bring 
down debt ratios rad increase 
their debt service capacity. 

But the survey said 1987 would 
probably bring a more realistic 
approach to the problem. “A new 
phase of cooperation on debt and 
development finance may have 
■begun, recognising more fully me 


fundamental nature of me prob- 
lems,” it said. 

It stressed that greater flexibil- 
ity, more resources rad more 
»<faquatg and persistent domestic 
policy measures will be required. 

The OECD applauded propos- 
als at the recent Venice summit of 
major non-co mmunis t industrial 
countries to give special treat- 
ment to me poorest debtor na- 


tions, as well as moves by private 
h anks to increase their provisions 
and take a more flexible 
approach. 

“In 1987 new initiatives have 
emerged, bom public rad pri- 
vate, aimed at introducing more 
flexibility into the treatment of 
debt problems, reflecting the 
more sober assessment which is 
now widely held,” it said.

U.S. conunission censures

regulators censured an underwrit- 
ing firm and suspended one of its 
officers Thursday for foiling to 
run a thorough check on an 
Israeli-based defence firm that 
issued false statements in a public 
stock offering. 

In an administrative complaint, 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission (SEC) charged the 
New York-based Hamilton, 
Grant and Co., and its chairman 
and general securities principal, 
Mr. Mark Ross, with tailing to 
exercise due diligence in prepar- 
ing a prospectus for an initial 
stock offering for Balsa Donde 
USA Inc. 


Mr. Ross, who was suspended 
from the securities business for 90 
days, rad Hamilton Grant agreed 
to settle the complaint 

Balsa Donde, an Israel-based 
military contractor which is in- 
corporated in Delaware, and its 
chief operating officer, Mr. Arye 
Donde, were charged by me SEC 
on Dec. 9 with misleading inves- 
tors by filing false statements 
about its financial prospects. 

Balsa Donde was formed in 
1977 to manufacture model air- 
planes, rad from 1979 to 1985 it 
supplied drone aircraft rad com- 
ponents to Israel Aircraft Indus- 
tries Inc., Israel's state-owned 
aircraft defence contractor.

SEOUL (R) — President Chon Doo Hwan resigned 
his post as chief of South Korea’s ruling party 
Friday, saying he wanted to spur a new drive for 
democracy by “liquidating a shameful legacy of the 

oast.” 


Mr. Chun told a meeting of 
party legislators that he would 
now devote himself to keeping a 
"supra partisan” position in run- 
ning state affairs, including free 
elections this year for a new 
president and the staging of next 
year's Seoul Olympic Games. 

Mr. Chun, who has doubled as 
president of the Democratic Jus- 
tice Party (DIP) since its found- 
ing in January 1981, did not say 
exactly who would become his 
successor at the party helm- 
But he dropped ample hints he 
favoured party Chairman Roh 
Tse-Woo, whom he proposed to 
replace him as bead of state when 
he steps down next February af- 
ter seven years in power. 

The country's hardline opposi- 
tion Reunification Democratic 
Party (RDP), spearheaded by 
leading dissidents Kim Dae- Jung 
and Kim Young-Sam, welcomed 
Mr. Chun’s decision as a move 
aiding promised political reform. 

The opposition has demanded 
Mr. Chun leave the DJP to en- 


sure that the projected direct 
presidential elections are fair. 

RDP President Kim Young- 
Sam told reporters: “I welcome 
the news, but it would have been 
better if he quit the ruling party 
altogether." 

A presidential spokesman said 
Mr. Chun would retain his party 
membership, and the DJP mem-

Parties on both sides of South 
Korea’s political divide have been 
man oeuvring to start negotia- 
tions this month -on a new demo- 
cratic constitution. 

Friday’s announcement came a 
day after thousands of anti-gov- 
ernment demonstrators paraded 
through the capital in a memorial 
march for a 20-year-old student, 
fatally injured by a police teargas 
canister during a protest on June 
9. 

Police Thursday fired teargas 
to disperse tens of thousands of 
protesters threatening to march 


on Mr. Chun’s palace after a 
funeral motorcade left the city 
hall for the burial of Lee Han-Yoi 
at his native town of Kwangju to 
the south-west. 

In Kwangju, scene of a 1980 
civilian uprising, about 200,000 
people massed in the streets as 
the hearse arrived from Seoul, 
witnesses said. No major inci- 
dents were reported. 

Memorial services were also 
held in about a dozen other cities 
for Lee, from Seoul's Yocsei 
University, who students hailed 
as a "national martyr for demo- 
cracy."

VIENNA (R) — Bulgaria, usual- 
ly reticent in reporting crime, has 
disclosed that three people were 
injured by hand grenades in an 
attempt to kidnap two children 
near the Black Sea resort town of 
Varna. 

Three men tossed grenades 
from a getaway car after seizing 
the children outside a hotel at the 
Golden Sands Beach resort, also 
frequented by Western tourists, 
the official BTA news agency 
reported Thursday night. 

The grenades exploded in an 
alleyway and on a lawn in front of 
the hotel. BTA reported, but did 
not say who was injured. It 
added: 'Thanks to the efforts of 


the police, the criminals were 
arrested and the children were 
saved." 

The Bulgarian agency did not 
say when the crime occurred, but 
East Germany’s ADN news agen- 
cy, monitored in Bonn, said it 
was on Wednesday. 

Police, helped by relatives of 
the kidnappers, negotiated for 
more than 24 hours with the 
criminals, all Bulgarians, before 
foe children were freed, BTA 
reported. 

The incident, described by the 
agency as "a brutal terrorist act," 
was the first major crime re- 
ported from Bulgaria for more 
than two years.

U.S. probes 2nd Atlantic

NEW YORK (R) — Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) 
officials are investigating the 
second near collision in 24 hours 
■involving passenger jetliners over 
the Atlantic Ocean, a spokesman 
said Friday. 

FAA spokesman Bob Buck- 
horn told Reuters in a telephone 
interview from Washington that a 
Pan American World Airways 
Airbus A-310 and a Viasa Vene- 
zuelan DC- 10 Jumbo Jet flying in 
opposite directions came within 
400 metres of each other at the 
same altitude on Thursday. 

The incident occurred about 
1,280 kilometres south of New 
York City 'as the Pan Am plane 
flew towards St. Thomas in foe 
Virgin Islands and foe Viasa jet 
was northbound to New York 
from Caracas, he said. 

Officials said the Pan Am jet 
was carrying 91 people and 93 
were aboard the Viasa plane.
